Ajmer , the 5th April 1948 

No. W[G-3-XIV — In exerc'sc of the powers 
conferred on the Central Government by Sec- 
tion 3 of the Essential Supplier (Temporaiy 
Powers) Act, 1946 (No. XXIV of 1946) and 
delegated to him in the Government of India. 
Department of Food Notification No. PY-603 
(2)-T, dated the 21tft October 1946, as continu- 
ed und^r section 17 of the said Act, the Chief 
Commissioner Ajmer-Merwara is pleased to 
make the following order with the concurrence 
of the Central Government. 

1 . Short title, Extent and Commencement 

(1) This order may be called the Agricul- 
turists' wheat seed Control Order, 1948. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Ajmer-Mer- 
wara. 

(3) It shall come into force from the date 

of its publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Interpretation -—in this order, unless 
there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context Agriculturist means any person who 
takes or purchases seed from the Government 
Seed Stores for sowing purposes. 

3. All agriculturists who have purchased 
wheat seed, on signing a declaration prescribed 
by the Agricultural Officer from the Govern- 
ment Seed Depot shall utilise it for sowing in 
their lands in Ajmer-Merwara. 

4. The Agriculturists shall in return sell 11 
times of the wheat seed at the controlled rate 
on or before 1st June of the year to the officer 
in charge of the stores from where the seed was 
taken or to sujch officer who is authorised by the 
agricultural Officer. 

5. The seed will be pure and free from any 
admixture and dirt. 

6. If due to any calamity beyond human 
control the crop is damaged or destroyed the 
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agriculturist may apply for waiving the condi- 
tion mentioned in para (4) and the Agricul- 
tural Officer, on being satisfied after inaki?ig 
enquiry through the Revenue Department or 
otherwise, may suspend the return of seed. 

7. Tn the event of contravention of the abovB 
orders the person concerned shall be liable tn 
be punished with imprisonment which may ex* 
tend to three years or with fine or both.
